Replacement names tor one primary homonym and lour secondary homonyms within 
Lasioglossum (Chtiaiictns) are proposed. The primary homonym change is: L . dariveutre 
(Fncse, 1924) = L. impunctatnm nom, nov. The secondary homonym changes arc: L hhieus 
Walker, 1995 L. bkientatuinm nom. nov., L ntegacephainm Walker, 1995 - L platychilum 
nom. nov., L . occidens Walker, 1995 L occidmmi nom. nov., L . soror Walker, 1995 
L. sororcnhim nom. nov., and L striatum Walker, 1995 ~ L. seriatum nom. nov. 


Walker (1995) erected 73 new species of 
Lasioglossum Curtis within the endemic 
Australian subgenus Ciiilalictus Michcner. 
Unfortunately, four of these names created sec- 
ondary homonyms and one existing primary 
homonym was not identified and corrected. 1 
propose new names for these homonyms. 

Ha lie t its clariventris Friese, 1924 is a 
primary homonym of Halictm clariventris Dalla 
Forres, 1896 and is replaced with Lasioglossum 
impunctatnm nom. nov. 

Lasioglossum bidens Walker, 1995 is a 
secondary homonym of Halictus bidens 
Cameron, 1904 and is replaced with Lasio- 
glossum bidentatnlum nom. nov, 

Lasioglossum megacephalum Walker, 1995 is 
a secondary homonym of Halictus megacephahis 
Sehenck, 1869 and is replaced with Lasioglossum 
platychilum nom. nov. 

Lasioglossum occidens Walker, 1995 is a sec- 
ondary homonym of Halictus occidens Smith, 
1873 and is replaced with Lasioglossum 
occiduum nom. nov. 

Lasioglossum soror Walker, 1995 is a sec- 
ondary homonym of Halictus soror Saunders, 
190 land is replaced with Lasioglossum soror- 
culum nom. nov. 

Lasioglossum striatum Walker, 1995 is a sec- 
ondary homonym of Halictus stria tus Schenk, 


1868 and is replaced with Lasioglossum seriatum 
nom. nov.
